The Third Day's Session of the Methodist
Sitnte Conventlon — tienernl Business — The
Topie nnd the Discnssion.

The third day's session of the Pennsylvania State
Convention of Methodists was held this moraling
at © ovlock In the St George's M. E. Chareh,
Fourth street, below New.

The proceedings were opened with the m:lln*
of the 1234 Psalm, the singing of the frat hymn, au«

rayer by the Rev., James Ourns, of the Central

*ennsylvania Conferance,

After the reading of the miputes, no other busi-
ness being before the convention, the topic of the
morning, “Tho Bducational Interesta of the Metho-
dist Epiacopal Church in Pennsyivania,” was then
taken up, the commitiee on the subject being Rev,
George Loomis, D, I, Rev, R, L. Dashiel, D, 1., and
Professor Burnett,

Dy, Loomls, alfter a fow Introdustory remarks, ad-
dreseed himeell to the subject as follows:

In GGod's plans 1ostitutions are mightier and more
enduring than thelr foundera, ‘T'he latter die, but
the former lve through the centuries with a broader
and irtenser life.

I'he outtiowlng Hife gurrents of these institations arve
more potent and more endaripg than even the insti-
tatons themscives, The latter shiall be infolded In
the tomb of e, but the former ghall fow throngh
the eterpities o ever-inereasing intensity,
¥ The life.pores of Oxlord entered [nto the Waesiays
with a profound gcholarship of n broad colure and a
rigld tralning, thanks to Oxford. YetjWesloyism Lo-
day 18 mightier than Oxford. After the accumulated
wealth of the learning and wisdom of five centuries
had been gathered up into the llfe of 4 university,
thut univergity became the hireh place of Methodism
arter the lapse of less than pcentury and a halfl,

Tao-tlay, in s othical aud Christian forces, in Its
agenciea for the enlightenment of the public con-
selonce and parifying the fount of pablic morais, in
it work of edueating the miliiops and recasting
thought and modifying the character of the age, in
ite npliftings of humapnity and s realizntions of a
common brotherhood, in thought, truth, and Chrels-
vanity, Methodism 18 infinitely greater than the
nuiversity that geve 1t birth.

Yet thenks to the university for the scholarship,
culture, svd truiniog of the members of the “Holy
ink, Through the ministers of the university God
has  dimanded not only sanctifled hearts buat
thorough goholarsip and profound Iearning and
rigil inrellectnal tradning. It was a work of aying
hroad foundations, and laving them deep and laying
shem wisely, and God had need, as Me always hath,
of master and workimmen.

Methodism, then, from its inspiration in the nni-
versity, and in the divine forces of Unhristianity, and
in the great plans, has ever been true to this Inspl-
ration. It 18 ketter to be calied o lunatic than a
fonl, We are not forgetiul of the fact that Metho-
digm has been charged with opposition toan edu-
cated ministry. No clharge was ever more ground-
leas or more iodlcative of ignorance of the mis-
slonary spirit and work of Methodisa,

Wezaley, from the first of his ministrations, rocog-
nized the conservative power of education aad the
necegsity of literary (nstltations,

Commencing the work of evangelization among
the colliers of England, e naltes with Whittlel
laying the foundation of the now notad Kingsy
School, It was a grand scene, the laylog of the
corner-stone of thot school—=Whittield Knealing oun

the ground, sarronuded by converted and weeping
colllers, awakened toa new jnteliectunl as v 1 us
moral e, earpestly prayiung, amider fears and

groand, that God would bless the canse of Christian
cdueation, Sach the gcene !

Vesley alsn eptly projected schools for poor ehil-
dren, which schoolg exch year add to the thousands
who have received Instruction fn them. At his lirst
conference he proposad a theological school, a semi-
nary where men shoinld be trained for the work of
the ministry. ‘This proposition lnas (ts embodiment
to-day in the theologleal institutions of Richmond
and Didsbury, and of Boston, Evanstown, and Ma‘k-
sHON.

I wounld not have those who hnave echoed and re-
echoed the charge referrved to above forget that 1t (s
a port of history--possibly of denominational con-
gratulation—that Princeton, to-day so rigidly Calvin-
1stic In its theology, was wartned into ille by metho-
distic fire, and that Nassan Hall received a Moetho-
dietle baptism at it8 birth, through the minlsiey of
Whittield, He ingpired (ts foundations with an ear-
nest enthusiasm, and Methodists ln Bogland gavs it
funds, I8 President, Davies, wrote thus to Wes-
ley :(="How great 18 the honor Ciod 18 conlferring
upen you in making you a restorer of declining reil-

rlon "’
. Another historic fact :—

Dartmonth College, New Hawmpshire, bears the
naae of Low! Dartmout, a nobleman of Eagiand,
und none the less poble from being a Methodist him-
s#elf and the friend and patron of Maethodism.
Cooper says of hm:—*We haast of some rich onca
whom the Grogpel sways,” *and one who wears o
Coronet anad prays.”

One hundred yoars ago thia college received a
Methodist dedicption, and & Melhodist was its prin-
cipnl benafactor, and a Methodist's prayers culered
into ita life,  All along the line of Methodlstte his-
Tory we tind schools, seminaries, and collages spring-
ing !nto existence, and the best talent of the Chuarch
congecrated to edaeation,

Besides the Wesleyan theologleal institutions and
Weslevan colleges and Wesleyan normal [astitn-
tlons, Methodlsm has In England a grand scheme
which comprises pearly tive hundred day schools
apd sixty thonsand pupiis,

American Methodism has anunprecedented record
of labor and sacrifice in founding its universities,
colleges, and the ke, the number of which largely
excends that of any other denomination in the land,
Men who reqd the history and view the edacational
movements of the Church, and witness the spleit of
sacrifice pervading the herole corps of edncators,
who apprehend the life and genius of Methodlsm,
will never repeat the charge.

Iieig a very silly logician who bases his generall-
zations on sccideatal clroumstances, or ciretin.
soribes his Hne of thought to individanl cases and
localities, or restricted periods of a Church’s history.
The genius of Methodism prompts aml hath ever
promipted to do the work of the hounr—to take up
the dity nearest At nand, to co-work In the lving
present with God's providences, using the best
agencies at hand to forecast the fature and prepare
for the elnergoncies that shall press her gt every

oint of her expanding greatuesa, Thus her geniny,
Thus her lfe, lence Christ and salvation through
Christ firat, and tnen the ress and the schools, We
would here record the fact, not bodgstingly,
it with great gratitude to God, that ln it8 edoont-
ing forves re ching out and taking hold of the mi!l-
llon through the Book Coneern and |8 numeroons
depositories, through the press and 118 vast [ssues,
iaterlacing the oonptnent through 118 seminaries and
colleges, Methodism s without a paraliel in denomi-
national history, Therefore, any wan who has a
reputation for general intelligence canpot atford to
assume that oar Chareh I8 opposed to edasation.

Peupsyivauia Methodism 18 no exception to the
general position taken above; hoer edocational his-
tory is ene of falth, labor, and sacriice. She has pot
accomplished what ghe ought to have aceomplished,
Her seminaries and colleges ought to have today
broader foundations, ampler racllities for instroce
tion, and larger engowments, faculldes, and patron-
age, The heart, prayers, and wealth of the Chareh
onght to have entered more largely into the life of
those lnetitutions, More of her sons and daughters
ought to huve crowded her scholastic halls, aod,
thoroughly educated, gone forth to bless the Coureh
and to rpéfect hounor on the State, Concediag all
thig, yet it has entercd into history that Methodlsm
nas done great educations! work in Pennaylvivia,

The stallsiics of this work, which bave baen (or-
nishod us, are not as pmple as could be desired, but
yer sufiiclently 5o to give a comprehensive view.

We commenoe with Wyoming Seminary : —

WYOMIRG SEMINARY AND COMMERUIAL COLLROR.

This institation s located in the Wyoming Valtey,
at Kensipgion. It avas founded in 184 with hamble
heginnlogs: it has developed a strong Hife, 1ts doors
are open allke to maies and females. Daring the
last guarter of @ centary it has enrolled 9000 stu-
dentd. It has had aboat 000 under traioing for
teachere, It has prepared 125 for college, nas sent
forth 250 to the work of the Chriatian ministry, The
last catalogue showe n board of lnstroction consist-
ing of 10 members, with ey, Reuben Nelson, D D,
as principal, and an attendance of 552 students, 871
of whoimn are males and 151 females,

The SOMINATY property 18 estimated at §124%,000,
bas a record worthy of the Churoh of the State.

GICKINBON HEMINARY,

This institution i8 located at Williamsport, 1t gm-
braces both sexes onder the same government
and instruction. 148 oulldings are spacioas and will
gecommodate over «wo hundred boarding students,
The last entalogue reconds sixty-three femalos and
one bandred and seventy-three male students, It
has & faculty of pine tenchers, presided over by Ray,
W. Lea Spottawoad, D, D, 1t has had many avje
and devoted teachers, It has sent (orth many ex-
cellent scholars of sterling worth.

Ita present relationship to the Church is maore intl-
mate and satisfactory, nnd (s prospects for the
future more encouraging, than at any period of its
past Listory.

BEAVER SEMINARY,

This justitution 18 located on the banks of the Ohfo
river, at Beaver, 1l was fonnded 1o 1563, and was
opened for puplls Ing1s56, Its character and the
siope of It plan have Deen enlarged at the s
tion and by the Hberality of Judge Agnew. Iis
F icmg‘r pumbers ten, and i8 presided over by Rev,
R T. Taylor, A. M. 'l‘naluatmcut for the scholastic
year of 156931510 shows that one hundred 'fﬂ BiX
were i the female department and fity.seven fn the
maie, A musleal lostitute constitutes a prominent
jeature of the seminary, and seeks Lo pocure o

I8 & new educational enterprise, The building |8
nearly completed at a cost b §30,000, and will open
its halls for the admission of stundents n Decem-
ber next.
IRVING PRMALE COLLEGE,

This institution s jocated in the Camberland Val-
ley, at Irvington, 1t was founded in 1560, It has a
college oparter, with power to confer degrees. It (s
presided over by Rev. T. 1. ET'!. A. M., who suc-
ceaded Rev, A, G, Maratte, A. M., who was Presi-
dent for nine years. This Institutior I8 designed to
furnieh a Chrigttan home for young iadied, the nnm-
ber of whom 8 limited to forty, Ita Christian eal-
ture has gone forth to Llesa many a Methodist
famlly. Its property is estimated at §30,000,

PITTERURG PEMALE COLLRGE,

This institution is locatad (o the city of Pittsburg.
The Church s largely indebted to Bishop Simpson
for the organization and founding of this coliege,
designed forthe education of young ladles, The
main college botlding was completed and it hall
opened Jor students 1 the year 1855, The statistics
ehiow a healthful growih, both a8 regards capuoiLy
10 receive puplls and facilities to Instruct, The
average at'endance during the fifteen yoars of its
oxigtencoe hag been 279, 1T i under the control of a

Board of Trustess, of which Bishop Stimpaon s Pre-
sident. Tho last catalogue shows a faculty of

Inst eatalogue records a fponity of seven, snd sta-
dents pumbering 125, 1t has a valuable lbrary, ex-
tensive apparatng, astronomical, chemical, and phi-
losophiosl : large cablnets,geological,meteorological,
conchologival, entomological i muscam of art and
higtory, and a rending.room, The colloge property
I8 esthinated at 3244,000, The endowment [aond has
$8E000 In prodactive fands, and 885,000 o noapro-
duotye Illlll"-. giving a total of §LT8,000,

MICKINSON COLYV.EGE.

This colloge was founde:d In the year 1758 ; number
of wlumini 18 106 professors n the facalty nanber
B pergone; professors in the alomnl, 7; students (n
the present year, 108; number of students from
Fennsylvanin, 658; ntimber of studenta who are reli-
frlous, 50, The President of the college 15 Rev, R,
L. Deahiell, D. D, Protesgor of Moral Sclence, The
gmount of productive endowments 18 §175,000 ; valae
of renl estate, §50,000; and the number of volumes
in the Horarvy (4 950583, The college I8 located at
Carlisle, Upwardy of 50,000 have been sabgoerioed
@8 up endowment fund, the greater part of whicl
conditional on the payment of the debt, 4 part of
which has been provided for. The college seems to
hmvea lfe strong and vigorous, prophetic of a noble
future in the service of the Church.

This condensed exhinit of the statns and life of
our lterary justitutions will  amord sanchorage
ground for the faith of the Charch.

Authis period of our Church bistory an advance
wovement 8 demanded, The ntensge (ntellecinal
forces of the ager the stern grapple with great
rocinl problems, the broad reoge of sclentific
Lthonght and Investigation, the nereased demand of
the State upon the Church for men preemjoently
quallfed for high eivic snd diplomatic positions, all
these comprige £ 0 many regaons for piacing our lo-
stitations on advaonce ground, To do whls most
effectially there wust be the sympathy and fnrellt-
gent co-operation of the whole Chunreh,

Mr. Loomis, after extended remarks on the sub.
Jeet of the report, offersd the followlng resola-
tion :—

Resolead, Flrst, It isthe sense of the Convention
thut m.umi learning 18 1n harmony with the geatus
and spirit of Methodism, essentinl with the higher
e and consorvation of the Charch,

Becond, That sonnd learning should be sanotifled
by sound falth, To accomplish this onr collegaes and
peminnries should be centres of the highest and
truest Christian outline.

Toird, That to render the nuiversal attainment of
sonnd lerning possible, the founding of Hterary in-
gtitutions of various Kinds {8 a work legitimate to
the person of Methodism.

Fourih, That it {s the duty of the Chuareh, by llbe-
ral donations, o establish seminaries of Pennayl-
vanin; on a broader basis, and remder them more
effectual inthe work of Christianedoncation,

Pifth, That the honor and fature of Methodism
ilemand an hnmediate respousc to the call of our
collegres for increasad fuculties and endownients
adequate to the enlargemoent ol the departments of
‘nstruction, and for the gencrons uulp;mﬂ, of men
who have consecrated their Jives and the wealth of
their atthinments to the cause of liberal education
in the Chureh of their cholee.

Bixtn, That in view of the sacral obligations of
stewardship under God’s government, we argently
recommend our rich men to consecrate a portion of
thelr wealth w the objeets indicated above

Seventh, That we recommend our institntions of
learning to all Methodist parents, ajd urge apzon
thiem the duty of edocatiog their sons and daugh-
ters, even at o sacriflee to themssives, o giving the
preference to Methodist seminar=g anil colleges,

Eighth, That we recommend to onr young m'n
cuutumrlarlnz the work of the ministey a full colie-
giate cducation,

Ninth. That we recommend the éstahlishmeant of
@ fund 1o ald such young men as necd assistance n
securing such an edueation,

Tenth, That we deplore the growing sentiment
AmMONgE OUr young men at present in our large citles
that wealth is the great object of life, & sentiment
which leads 50 many to declare a collegiate edaca-
tion a8 detaining them too long Mrom what geems to
be thelr only cherished purpose, We recomimoend
to such the suggestion that there are duties and
l‘lr]lg#lll)hﬂ growing ont of their relation to society
sna e Chureh, o the performance of which the
discipline and cultare of a thorough education ofler
no mean help,

The above resolutions were referred 1o the Com-
mittee on Resolutions,

Addresses were then made upon the subject of the
essay by Rev. Dr. Duredn, Mr. W, 1. Allen, of
Girard College, Rev, Ur, Tigany, and Kev, G, L,
Crooks, D, b, of N, Y., editor of the Aethodisf,

Dr. Crooks gald that he thaaked Dr, Loomis for
his able defense of liberal education. What was it
that hed made Methodism 4 power 10 the lapd? Was

it eaching ? Noo It was the brioging of [ite-
rure in some degiee down to the coMminnn people,
1t Lrings literatnre, at least as wedded to song,

within the reach of all,. What Is It DAL makes (he
bricklayer or the hodearrier go 8o cheerfully 1o his
work? If you will listen to him as he sings 4t his
work you wlll know. He i8 singlog the ““(ilory Halle-
Injah’ which he has learned af the Methodlst eamp
meeting, Batlet ps little by little make the Matho-
dist Church a caltured Church, and then we will
have a glorious fature.

The Kev, Jacob Todd, of the Philadelphia Con.
ference, wius lntroduced, and geid that the wants of
the age must be met, The ploughboy, as well as the
business man and philosopher, are now reading the
dally papers and becoming caltared. To obiain the
power over the masees we must educate the teacl-
ers ln proportion as the people are cducated, or they
canrol be tavght,

And let me tell vou that the converts to Method-
#gm will not come from the schools of another
Chorcbh. We must bave our own schoo's, We must
edocate, and educate profounaly, i we would tri
umph gloriousiy,

If your children are edacated as Lhey must bo in
the present day, thelr thonghts and dolngs will be
with educated men. Then whoen they come to give
God thelr hearts they will unite with the Chareh that
has educated them, Weean hardly expect them to
go baok and unite with the Church that 15 the most
fgrornnt, 1f we want them to join ns we must make
our Chorch worthy of them, and thay will come of
thefr own &ocord,

Rev, 1L L Lashiell, one of the committes on the
esFay of 1he day, and 4 professor in Dickinson Col.
lege, sald thot as the Methodist Church belleved in
women, it wonld not do 1or the aetions of this oliclal
body to go forth Lo the worid without some reécog-
pition also of the female educational interests of the
Chureh.  He therefore called for Rey, Mr, Pershing,
princspal of the Piuaburg Coliege, Lo present the
olaime of that department,

Mr. Pershing sald that wiile he thanked God
heartily that there are nins Sehodist oducational
inatitutions, he conld not bat be sorey that Diekin-
son College, which numbers smong s alumnl the
names of the verf best men of thel Cyureh,
should bave to be supported on & paltry r!!tnm-e of
an endowment of less than two huopdred thonsand
dollars. At Allegheny College the professora live
upon the meagre sum of 8ix or seven hundrea dol-
Iars per annuin,

What we want to do {8 to turn this convention to
BOIE erm:tk'll account. We waut some good unl.
veralties in the land, not colieges. \We want money
1o found them, and our members are parfectly able
togive It,. We do not want institutions of s lower

multiplied. We have enough of them. These
remarks apply equally to the female lustitutions

My heart has often been tired by a recital of the
dologs of women for the Choreh, Woman bas wept
over those who have comwe to the altar, HHe has
born the heaviest teat of the ilneracy, We would
be recreant to our duty if we should negleol women,
What wow.d our boys be unless oar daughters are
culiured ¥

Colonel Wright, of Philadelphia, was callad upon,
and sald that as all could not Le tegohers or minis-
ters, we must sgdapt our education &0 48 10 meet the
wants of the largest unmber of the .pwplo, 1 have
often thought that we are commencing sl the wrong
and in education, We should educate wen 1o value
education before we glve (t to them., WPerhaps we
ought not to found universities antll the people are

| educated 10 LU them,

One canse of the want of prosperity in many of
onr institutions is that the course of study hias no
bern milrlerl to the wanis of the people, and the
neople will not send thelr children. If & man wants

18 child to be & lawyer or a doctor he finds a course
adopted for the profeasion, but If he (does not, ani
wants hig son to follow a bosiness or less liberal
q'mtmlw. he finds no studies adapted to the end.

hie conrsos In many of toeleading colleges of the
land have been or are now being altered for the bet
ter, and we must follow their Jend. We must have
more | practical stndies, Oar coursn of
eleotive studies 1 & move towards this end: bat wo
must have more of it. When we have this then the
students and money will come treely, ‘Tnis move
wiil meet with oppotition in some qaarters, but i
cannot be helped. In Oxferd, England, they have
mtroduced more modern ontrses of study Lo meet
the requirements of the day, and the effocs at tirst
wns almost a riot.  But the tronble has heen gotten
over, amd the courges are now working smoothly.
So 1t will be here,

Rev. Dr, Kypett, of the Chureh Extension Socloty,
sald that he would oniy engage the attention of tha
convention for a few moments, There (8 one point
which he thougnt escaped thelr notics, and that was
tho almost tolal want of ins Itutions adapted for the
masses in and around Fhilladelphin, There I8 a0l a
aingle Methadist schoo! within one hundred miles of
1 1.|.c.:ltli'-h.u. In the West |t1s different; there we
have colleges, though meagrely provided, yet are
doing a great good snd fornishing the kind of learn-
ing needed by the people,

by, Peck was of the opinion that the Methodist
educational !nstitutions are doing as much for the
neses in the way of teaching as any other schools,
He gald that If the statistics of the Wyoming Semi-
nary are consulted they will be found franght with
the mogs glorlons results, * In all departments of in.
dustyy, even in the highest, that seminary has placad
its graduntes, and he was couvincaed thatstmilar in-
stitntions are precisely adapred to the endin view,

The resolutions on the gpubject of a4 more enlarged
education were reported from the Committes on
Regolutions, and after Inserting tho words *‘and
young women,” after the words “voang men” in
the ninth resolation, they were unanimously
adopted,

The convention then adjourned with the begedic-
tlon uutll 24 P, M.
